The extraordinary stml-
larity between the remalns found In
the peninsula of Yucatan in Central
America, with those so well khown
in Egypt lends welght to the tradi-
tion. It Is supposed that both the
Egyptians and the anclent people
which preceded the Aztecs of Mexico
were desceneded from a race which
once Inhabitad Atlantis,

Geological researches prove that

“h an Atlantic continent did onde

12lly exist, and that the canary

in!s are {ts remalns. But the
alngists say that this continent
rlshied In Tertlary times, and can-

t, therefore, been the home of clvi-
czed man, It is possible that fresh
dredging In the bottom of the At-
lantle on the grite of the lost conti-
nent may throw more llght on the
vexed question, upon which there al-
ready exists over a dozen different
volumes. Although It s probha-
bly certaln that the Tower of Babel
stood somewhere near the present
ruins of the city of Babylon, Its act-
ual site 18 quite uncertain. Some
say it is the Birs Nimroud, a great
pile whose remalns still rise 160
feat aobve the plain, 8ir Henry
Rawlinson found that this consisted
of meven stages of brickwork, all
of different colors, Others put the
tower at Amran, some ten miles
away; and there are two or three
other posasible sites,

Britain has her mysterles. Who
built that silent stone circle at Stona-
henge {8 one of them. Its origin has
been attributed to the Belgae, the
Phoenicians, the Druids, the Danes
and the Saxons. Some have sald
that It was erected to commemorate
the treacherous murder of the Brit-
Ish chiefs by Hengist. It has been
called a temple of the Sun, a shrins
of Buddha, a center of serpent wor-
ship, and a calendar In stone. Lord
Avebury assigns it to the bronze age,
Recent searches go to prove ite age is
enormous. Long before Solomon's
temple was buflt it Is probable that
the double circle of Sarsen stones
Blood dim and silent in the center of
Sallsbury Plain, a monument to some
forgotten chieftain whose name and
race perished thousands of years ago.

Arthur's Seat, Arthur's Oven, and
Arthur's Head commemorate the
name of one whom we are fond of
considering the first of our great
British monarcha. But did King Ar.
thur ever exist at all is » question
that has lately heen troubling the
heads of historians and antiquarians

The Saxon chronicle, however, nov.
er mentions him at all. He {8 claim-
ed as a prince by countrles so far
apart a8 Cornwall, Brittany, Wales,
Cumberland and the lowlands of
Heotland. The storles of the Round
Table, of the wizard Merlin, are rom-
ancea pure and simple. It seems
very likely that Arthur, too, was a
mere legendary personage.

To come down to more recent
times no one has ever solved the
mystéry of the disappearance of
Nana Sahlb, This cruel seoundrol
was the Instigator of the horrible
massacres of English womem and
children. He escaped inte Nepaul.
There It has been said that he was
killed by & mutineer. But nething
In known for certain about his end,
and less than ten years ago % was
said that, at the age of over seventy,
he wus still altve, leading & hermit-
like oxistence in =2 lMttle hill village
far up om the edges of littls known
Talbel.

Kioto, In the Land of the Mikadao,
Uaigue and Interesiing.

Kloto, Japan, Is a most {ntersdt-
ing place, Inasmuch as It fe about
the most Japaness of Jananese ¢t-
les. The touch of the foreignor has
not heun felt there, as it hes 1o wmany
of the other places of the land of
the Mikado.

On approaching the hotels yon
are met by Japaneie gervants wio
bow to the ground upon recelving
You, and you are conducted to vour
apartment with a hundred other
bhows, as the servanty in clinrge do
all In thelr power to make you feo
that yeur least word s to them a
command to be jovously oboyed

There are no glasz windowa In the
Japanese house and when the weath-
er s too chilly to permit of your
being out on the veranda you foeal
sadly lmprisoncd, Indeed, not heing

able to look from your apartments
unless you break out a paper win-
dow pane, which, of course, would
not he permissible

One of the most interesting Jap-
anese temples in Kioto s Glon Chlo-
slu, for it was the temple assigned
to the forelgn envoys when they
made their first visit to the mikado
in the year 1868. It is a fine build-
ing, surrounded by splendidly kept
Erounds, upon which are many
smiller temples and houses for the
prissts. It was here that®the Dutch
envoys were kept when they wers
brought through the country to puy
tholr annual tribute to the mikado
for the privilege of trading with
Jiapan., They were lterally kept as
prisoners and saftered all sorts of
Indlgnities.  Bofore the mikado and
his court—the empress and her
ladies belng eecreted behind Ereat
sureens—these poor Dutehmen were
foreed to dance and sing and “eut
un capers,” so to speak, by way of
culertainment,

Une rides through the narrow and
ploturesque streets of Kloto In a
Juriklshas drawn by fleet-footed
Jijanese. These well-bullt, ath-
letle fellows, ean run ten hours on
the stretch, and at the termination
of the journey feel guite as unfa-
tigued as the ocoupant (be he a fore
elgner) of the jinrkishas,

The sapanese are not fond of rain,
knd during a shower the streets are
duserted by all who oan put off go-
lug out under cloudy skies. Those
who are obliged to wander forth in
the rain go on high clogs, wear
large paper bats and carry over them
